Mnny Disapproved. 


Washington, Sept. 28.—The mission 


of Colonel 
Bryan, commanding 
the 


Third Nebraska infantry, to Washin- 
ton for the discharge ot a number of 
enlisted mea of that regiment who da- 
sire to leave the military service and 
return to their homes, has so far been 
only partially successful. 
There have 


been 75 of these applications received 
at the war department. They all oome 
through the regular channels. 
While 


all of them were approved by the regi- 
mental officers, including the colcnal 
commanding, the majority of

were disapproved by either the brigade 
division or corps commander. 9o far 
but fifteen of the applications

been favorably acted upon, and the 
discharge ,of the men ordered. 


T>reyfn» Revision Denounced. 


Paris, Sept. 28.—The Rightist sena- 


tors and deputies passed resolutions 
denouncing the Dreyfus revision. The 
former declared that the government's 
devision was taken in spite of the res- 
ignation o£ two ministers of war and 
the vote of the chamber of deputies, 
and condemned the ministers for not 
convoking parliament and for disre- 
garding the army's honor. The depu- 
ties of the Right party declared the 
government had violated its pledges 
not to agree to areviston, in virtue 
of which the chamber voted confidence 
in the ministry, condemned the cabinet 
for changing the Dreyfus afflair from a 
judicial to a political question and de- 
manded the convocation of 
parlia- 


ment.

The Scenery of Porto Rico Is Beauti- 


ful, but Climate Is Not Desirable 
—Opening' for a Photographer. 


Guayama, Porto Rico, Sept. 9.— 


Dear Mother: Your letter was re- 
ceived this morning. I have not been 
sick but, like ninety per cent, of the 
regiment, have been suffering from 
dysentery, caused by eating too much 
fruit. 
There are about ninety in our 


company, and twenty-seven out of 
that number reported to sick call this 
morning. 


Lieutenant Smith went down to 


the drug otoie and bought some medi- 
cine for us. It was some kind of 
powder in cognac brandy, and it re- 
lieved tbe pain after one or two doses. 
The disease is .not serious, although 
very-weaken ing. 


I don't think I could do as well 


here as in Florida, because there you 
can live cheaper. 
Flaur is eighteen 


and twenty dollars a barrel here and 
corn is hard to raise on account of the 
dry climate. 


When I get back to the United 


States I am going to Florida, and if 
it is not a better country than this I 
will not want anything more to do 
with warm climates. 


This island ia very mountainous, 


and the only good land is the level 
land in the valleys, which has already 
been cultivated. The land companie's 
had better keep out. 
I don't think 


Porto Rico will ever take the place of 
Florida for winter resorts. 
It is too 


far away. 


I'would like to have a 'camera, for 


these plantations are the prettiest 
scenery I ever saw. For abont a mile 
each way you can see sugar-cane 
growing, and in the middle of the 
field is a big sugar mill and house 
surrounded by a grove of cocoanut 
palms. I went through the only pho- 
tograph gallery in the place the other 
evening. The photographer has a 
scene painted on his neighbor's house 
and takes his pictures in the back 
yard. 
His way of making pictures is 


the way of about twenty-live years 
ago. 
He makes his own paper and 


charges five dollars, Spanish money, 
which is two and one-half in United 
States money, for a dozen 2^x4%, 
and they are awful bum pictures. 


We have only one oflicer now. 


Lieutenant Uplykc went back to his 
company and Kinney Funk went 
home and the comimssions for cap- 
tain and lieutenant have not come, so 
Lieutenant Smith is the only oilicer. 


Everybody wants to get jff of this 


island. They don't think it is healthy 
here, and besides all are home-sick. 
The doctors call home-sickness "Nos- 
tolegg," and there have been several 
deaths from it. 
We are still camping 


north of Guayama aad we put hoard 
floors in ail the tents. It rained last 
night for the first time in six days 


There are no schools here, nnrl'any- 


body that wants to learn to read and 
write go to or.e of the priests. There 
are three priests. 


Labor day Co. II was on guard 


around camp. 
The chaplain is get- 


ting up a minstrel and Sam Williams 
and Joe Bratt, of our company, are 
going to take part in it. 


Bananas sell two for one centavo, 


and two centavos are tliu same as one 
cent in United States money, which 
makes bananas three cents a dozen. 
Oranges sell for one centavo apiece; 
eggs, one for four centavos; cocoa- 
nuts, one for two centavos; mangoes 
for one nentavo. 
Limes are so plen- 


tiful that they never sell them. You 
can get all you want for nothing. 
Peaches and apples are not ripe yet, 
neither are the late pine apples.

Secret Service Men Searcn tlie Cellar of 


Kev. Hostetter, Pastor of » Baptist

Evidence of a Counterfeiting 
Outfit. 


The Accused Is Taken to Cleveland. 
Cleveland, 0., Sept. 
28—Captain 


IvVebb of the secret service service and 
Deputy Marshal Keeley went to Can- 
ton to finish the work on a counterfeit- 
ing case. 


They there searched the residence of 


Rev. Gabriel Hostetter, No. 1122 Park 
avenue, and in the cellar found five 
counterfeit 
silver 
dollars, 
material 


from which they might have been made 
and two molds, which fit the bogus 
coins perfectly. 


Rev. Hostetter waived examination 


and was brought to Cleveland, whera 
he is now in jail. The minister vehe- 
mently denies that he is a counterfeit- 
er, and says that he was not aware 
tht the coins and dies were in his cel- 
lar. He declares that it is a conspir- 
acy on the parto t one of his relatives. 
Captain Webb has been working on 
the case for some time, a number of 
the spurious dollars having been plac- 
ed In circulation in Canton. Rev. Ga- 
triel Hostetter is 64 .-'ears old and has 
14 children. 
It is generally believed 


that he is not a regularly 
ordained 


minister of the Baptist church. 
His 


church was established by himself and 
has a small congregation o£ persons 
•who have been 
members 
of 
other 


churches. He added to his means of 
livelihood by keeping a small candy 
and tobacco store.

It Is Now -Claimed That He 


Misappropriated Money 


Has 


Belonging to Companies in Which. 


He Is Interested—C. P. & V. 


Company Sues Him. 


The news of the flight of Guilford 


Marr. which became generally known 
yesterday, created a great sensation, 
both in this city and in Rarden, 
where ho lived for many years, an 
honored and respected citizen. 


His flight was almost the sole topic 


of conversation about Earden and 
vicinity. Ugly rumors were soon in 
circulation, charging that Mr. Marr 
was 88,000 short in his accounts with 
the Rarden Stone company, in which 
he had an interest. Sifted down, it 
seems that' Mr. Marr appropriated 
about 82,000 of money belonging, to 
the Harden Stone company and other 
concerns in which he was interested. 
The financial standing of the Harden 
Stone company is in nowise affected. 
The principal stockholder in 
the 


company is Mr. L. Taylor, of Rarden. 


Marr, as stated yesterday, was also 


indebted to the C. P. & Y. Railroad 
company for a sum which is said not 
to exceed S800 
or 
81,000. This 


money was advanced him in purchas- 
ing a stone crusher and operating it 
at Newport, Ohio. The company has 
taken possession of the stone crusher. 
They have sued Marr in the courts in 
this city for a note of 8500 and also 
will try to attach money belonging 
to Marr which they claim is in pos- 
session of Drach, Scott & Walker, a 
firm of contractors in Cincinnati, who 
purchased crushed stone of Marr. 


A telegram to the Times from 


Rarden states that Marr left Friday 
morning, and there is every indica- 
tion that he has gone to Alaska. An 
effort will be made to apprehend him 
and bring him back to face the music. 


Marr's wife is still in Rarden. 
She 


has no knowledge of his whereabouts. 
A son, who works in a shoe factory in 
this city, went out to Rarden this 
morning. 


Marr was a pretentious, windy citi- 


zen, who attached considerable im- 
portance to himself. Some years ago 
he talked about coming to Ports- 
mouth and starting a big factory 
here. 
He wasted considerable time 


in an effort to induce 
Portsmouth 


citizens to give him a bonus. They 
did not take kindly to the idea and 
so Marr remained in Rarden. 
He 


was superintendent of 
a Sunday 


school in Rarden and was regarded as 
one of the pillars of the church in 
that village. This makes the shock 
of his downfall all the more severe. 


It is understood that Marr's short- 


age came about through money col- 
lected for companies in which he was 
interested and then used the same in 
his own business.
